Cros*, and they 'nave not diminished.' 
The expenditures of funds iof the Red I 
Cross is within limits laid down iiil 
the rul&s and byrlaws of the national 
(organization, and Dr SmUh, in 
re- 


viewing the work, emphasized 
the 


necessity of protecting the funds now 
in the treasury so that they shall not 
b» divert^ from thp tnifi purpose <jt 
the Red Cross for any other object. 


Outlines Red Cross Work 


In a statement outlining the chap-1 


ter's work Dr Smyth 
said "Our 


country being now on a peace foot-, 
ing it is difficult for many people to! 
appreciate the necessity for further 
Ked Cross activities or the need for ail 
appeal for support for that organiza- 
tion 


The Red Class, as it exists In

America was founded for the purpose 
of giving speedy and efficient aid and 
relief in time of catastrophe or great 
disaster, involving human lives, and 
causing suffering and distress. It was 
also entrusted with the mission of al 
leviatmg the horrors of war by ser- 
vices to the sick and wounded soldiers 
during the war 


• When we entered the inferno of 


the world war, with horrors 
and 


slaughter unprecedented in history 
the war work of the Red Cross so 
far exceeded all its other activity 
that citizens came to look upon it as 
simply a war Agency to be scrapped 
with other war agpnues when peace 
came 
' As, a matter of fact the Red Crobfc, 


was never a war agency and under in 
ternational law could not be 
It is a 


noutral body tecogniaed as such b> all. 
civilized nations and given all the | 
rights and protection granted to neu- 
trals, even on the field of battle 


"It Is now on a peace program and
